Rutgers, The State University 

Rutgers, the State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution. Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutge vas originally called 
ollege under a charter from King George III of England. The young col 

as threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
just as unprecedented expansion was experienced alter “the last World War. 

Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had heen re 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. ‘s later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal se was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in culture and engincering were 
added. 

In 1g02 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927. 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J-C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program. the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John R. Stiegman, Head Coach 


OHN R. STIEGMAN, appointed head coach in February, 1956, is a 35-year-old 
graduate of Williams College. Now in his first head coaching position, he was 
an aide to the late Charley Caldwell at Princeton from 1946 to 1955. 

Stiegman attended Riverside High School in his native Buffalo, N. Y., and 
entered Williams after his graduation. In addition to being an outstanding tackle, 
he was a distance swimmer and played hockey and lacrosse. 

He was graduated from Williams in 1944 and served two years in the Navy, 
seeing action in the Normandy invasion and later in the Pacific Theater before 
joining Caldwell at Princeton in 1946, At first he was on the freshman coaching 
staff, moving to the varsity as line coach in 1949. In the days of two-platoon football, 
he was the defensive specialist. 

At Princeton he coached hockey and 150-pound crew in addition to football, 
He is Rutgers’ 14th football coach since 1900. 

Stiegman is married to the former Elizabeth Tindall of Princeton. The couple 
has two children, Holly, 9, and Elthea, 7. They live in Highland Park. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., End Coach 


A NATIVE OF Newark, Matthew J. Bolger is a graduate of Cornell University. 
After completing St. Benedict's Prep in Newark where he earned all-state 
mention in 1940, he entered Notre Dame. He served in the Marine Air Corps 
during 1942-45, seeing Pacific duty on an aircraft carrier. Bolger entered Cornell 
after leaving the service, graduating in 1948. He began his coaching career the next 
year as St. Benedict's line coach. In 1950 he moved to Upsala College and in 1951 
joined the Brown University staff as end coach. Bolger came to Rutgers in March, 
1956. He is 38 years old. Bolger lives in Edison Township. 


Joseph J. Stanczyk, Backfield Coach 


Base COACH at Columbia under Lou Little for 10 years, Joe Stanczyk 
joined the Rutgers staff in March, 1957, when Frank Burns resigned to take a 
high school coaching post. A Columbia graduate, he is a Navy veteran and coached 
six years at Admiral Farragut Academy, where his teams lost only three games in 
six years. In addition to football, he coached basketball and track at Farragut. The 
holder of a Master’s Degree from Columbia Teachers College, Stanczyk and his 
wife, Lois, live in Glen Rock. 


Robert S. McCoy, Line Coach 


ORMER SINGLE wing center at Penn State, Bob McCoy is serving his third 
year on a college coaching staff. He was head coach at three Pennsylvania high 
schools during 1951-1956, serving two years at each. Most recently the Lock Haven, 
Pa., native was at Sunbury High. Earlier he coached at Northumberland and Ford 
City. An honorable mention All-American performer, McCoy played under Bob 
Higgins at Penn State during 1944-46. He once earned Associated Press “Lineman 
of the Week” honors. McCoy lives in Highland Park. 


Warren E. Harris, Freshman Coach 


Bi JOINING Rutgers staff in March, 1956, Warren Harris was head coach 
at Liberty High School in Bethlehem, Pa., for two years. A graduate of Mis- 
souri Valley College, the Dexter, Iowa, native was second team halfback on the Little 
All-American squad in 1942. He served 32 months in the Navy after his 1943 gradu- 
ation from Missouri Valley, participating in the Normandy invasion. He played two 
seasons with the Bethlehem Bulldogs (1946-47) after his discharge, returning to 
his alma mater as backfield coach and later moving to Edwardsville (Ill.) High as 
football and track coach. He also coaches Rutgers Varsity Basketball team.

Spearheaded by all-east Bill Austin, a tailback who has demonstrated the ability 
to make the attack work, the versatile single wing offensive Coach John Stiegman 
has been developing at Rutgers the past two seasons should be ready to cope with 
all situations this fall. . 

To say Austin is the key man for Rutgers is no overstatement. Yet, it would 
be inaccurate to classify the Scarlet “impotent” if Austin were incapacitated for a 
period. There are veterans at all positions except wingback, experienced tailback 
reserves, and promising sophomores to fill the graduation-and-injury-created 
vacancies. zg 

Austin, second nationally and eastern leader in total offense last year, is not 
the only talented returnee. In 6-2, g05-pound junior Bob Simms, Rutgers has one 
of the east’s best all-around ends. Larry Muschiatti, a compact, durable guard, 
provides the Scarlet with a dependable two-way lineman. 

Austin, Simms and Muschiatti are the standouts among the 18 lettermen, a total 
two less than expected. Injuries have forced end Nick Neiley and wingback Jay 
Hunton to the sidelines, Hunton’s loss leaves Dick Pencek, fourth string last year, 
as the only returning wingback and projects sophomore Arnie Byrd into considera- 
tion as a regular, 

Byrd may become the most valuable of the sophomores, but others who have 
been awaited by the varsity staff with eager anticipation are tackles Justin Pahls 
and Bob Blanchfield, guards Jim Horner and John Pregnolato, center Les Sneft, 
blocking back Larry Makarevich and fullback Bill Tully.

“This is a team with fine potential,” Stiegman said. “It must reach its peak 
form early, however, with two of the toughest foes on tap first.” ‘ 

In addition to rating Princeton and Colgate as the strongest opponents, Stieg- 
man expects Lehigh to continue in high gear and thinks Delaware might be the 
best team the Scarlet will play. Columbia, according to Stiegman, will be much 
improved, as will Richmond, a young team which developed well last year. Stiegman 
deferred judgment on Lafayette and Bucknell, teams with new coaches. Quantico 
cannot be evaluated until the schedule gets underway.

WILLIAM AUSTIN, senior tailback. Bill Austin, an All-East halfback in 1957, may 
well be the most versatile and most expert back in Rutgers History. Fast, shifty, 
strong defensively, an improving passer, and quick, accurate punter, he com- 
bines every asset a coach could seek in a back except size. However, despite 
weighing only 170 pounds, he has good power. A natural leader with an even 
temperament, Bill is an ideal selection as captain. An honorable mention All- 
American lacrosse player last spring, he is a graduate of Scotch Plains High 
School. English major. (For additional data see inside front cover.)

RICHARD BLAKE, sophomore. An end at West Orange High School, Dick is an 
unknown quantity this fall. He suffered a broken leg playing baseball last 
summer and was unable to compete on the gridiron. Outstanding first baseman. 
Math-Education major. 
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GEORGE DARLINGTON, sophomore. Possessed of excellent “football savvy” 
George earned freshman reputation for not making same mistake twice. Good 
hustler, adjusts well to situations. With an injury keeping Nick Neiley sidelined, 
Darlington may play. Charleston (W. Va.) High graduate, physical education 
major. 

CHARLES FRICK, sophomore. A reserve end with last year’s frosh eleven, Frick 
played his high school ball in York, Pa. Economics major. 

BILL HOPWOOD, senior. A letter-winning fullback the past two seasons, Bill is 
moving to the line for the first time in his career. Good speed and defensive 
ability should make him fine end. Was a regular outfielder on last spring’s 
baseball team. Graduate of Monroe-Woodbury High, Central Valley, N. Y. 
Economics major. 

ALFRED KILEY, junior. An exceptional punter, Al was used mostly in that 
capacity last fall. He booted six times, averaging 38 yards, including several 
over 50 yards. Is former back from Gorton High in Yonkers, N. Y. Also com- 
petes in track. Physical Education major. 

ROBERT KISH, sophomore. After playing three line positions at Perth Amboy 
High, Kish was installed at end for the frosh last season. Education major. 
ROBERT SIMMS, junior. Honorable mention all-east as a sophomore, Bob could 
be one of the east’s best ends. Big, strong and fast, he was leading pass receiver, 
catching 12 for 180 yards. He also was a terror on defense. Competes in track, 
throwing discus. Graduate of Charleston, W. Va., High, is brother of guard 
Gene, who was graduated last June, and Steve, freshman fullback. Political 

Science major. 

CHARLES “DUTCH” WERMUTH, senior. A double letter-winner, Dutch should 
be ready for his best year with most of his pre-medical studies behind him. A 
rugged competitor both in football and basketball, he caught 11 passes for 129 
yards last fall. Palmyra High graduate. 


Tackles 

ROBERT BLANCHFIELD, sophomore. Almost 6-5, 210 pounds, Bob’s rapid devel- 
opment last fall was one of biggest surprises of frosh season. Is very much in 
the picture for duty at right tackle, behind Bill Pulley. Good speed, also played 
frosh basketball. Butler High graduate. Chemistry major. 

ROBERT CLARK, junior. Bob made the shift from end to tackle extremely well 
last fall and saw regular service behand captain Dick Pfeiffer. Exceptionally 
fast for a 6-4, 210-pounder, he'll be top contender for starting honors at left 
tackle. Graduate of Millville High. Education major. 

RUSSELL DEMAREST, senior. Returning to football after a two-year lapse, Russ 
could be a big help, especially on defense, if he can regain top shape. A stand- 
out with the freshmen in 1955, he was All-State, All-Catholic at St. Cecelia High 
in Englewood. Economics major. 

RICHARD HOWARD, senior. Prone to injuries each of the last two seasons, Dick 
has yet to reach development expected of him. Rapid physical growth from 170 
pounds as a freshman to 215 now has hurt his speed. If he can avoid injury, 
this Newburgh (N. Y.) Academy graduate should see regular service. Political 
Science major. 

MART KUUSKVERE, sophomore. An end last year and at New Brunswick High 
School, Mart’s lack of speed has prompted his shift to the interior line. A native 
of Estonia. Majoring in Physical Education. 

LEONARD MABIUS, sophomore, Weight problems last fall prevented Len from 
seeing much action with the frosh eleven, making his value this year something 
of an unknown quantity. Was a standout tackle at Harrisburgh (Pa.) Catholic. 
Electrical Engineering major. 

JUSTIN PAHLS, sophomore. Potentially, “Jud” is the best varsity tackle aspirant 
Rutgers has welcomed in quite a while. He has size, speed and agility necessary 
for an excellent two-way lineman. Slotted behind Clark at left tackle, he’ll be 
very much in running for starting job. Graduate of Mahanoy City (Pa.) High. 
Mechanical Engineering major. 

WILLIAM PULLEY, junior. A regular at right tackle all last year, Bill matured 
as the season progressed and should be ready for more consistent performance. 
Also a track competitor, he established a new Rutgers record in the shot put 
last spring. Graduate of Liberty High in Bethlehem, Pa. Industrial Engineering 
major. 
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HERBERT THOMS, junior. Lack of speed limits Herb’s value, but he’s a conscien- 
tious worker who played well in limited action last year. Played at Middletown 
Township High under former Rutgers great, Arnie Truex. History major. 


Guards 

WALTER BATEMAN, sophomore. Walt saw duty as a reserve guard with last 
year’s freshman eleven. Played at Lakewood High School. Electrical engineering 
major. 

SILVIO DELL ANGELA, junior. After being tried at center and end, Sil now is 
settled at guard, but his development last fall was impeded by the experiments. 
Good competitor, he is graduate of Highland Park High. Economics major. 

PAUL GUSTIN, junior. After graduating from Harrisburg (Pa.) Catholic in 1953, 
Paul worked several years before deciding he wanted a degree. Shared left guard 
job last year with Larry Muschiatti. Good hustler, hard worker, is only married 
squad member. Mechanical Engineering major. 

STEPHEN HALL, sophomore. Extra-fast reactions and remarkable agility mark the 
play of Hall who is troubled by a chronic shoulder ailment. With the new 
substitution rule in effect, he may be counted on as a defensive specialist. Also 
is member of crew. Wakefield High (Arlington, Va.) graduate. Sociology major. 

JAMES HORNER, sophomore. Potentially an excellent lineman, 220-pound Jim 
may be slowed in development while recovering from a ligament injury suffered 
in freshman wrestling last winter. Very quick for a big man, he’s slotted behind 
Muschiatti and Gustin. Graduate of Paulsboro. Physical Education major. 

LARRY MUSCHIATTI, senior. A solid, reliable performer, Larry has started all 
except three games the past two years. Although not impressive physically, he 
is an accomplished blocker, difficult to block, and ranks as one of the Scarlet’s 
best interior linemen. Graduate of Hamilton High in Trenton. Chemistry major. 

DICK PEACOCK, sophomore. Strong defensively, Dick was tried briefly last year 
at blocking back before returning him to the line where he played at Pitman 
High School. He'll be moved from left to right guard this fall. Electrical 
Engineering major. 

JOHN PREGNOLATO, sophomore. A starting member of the frosh eleven last 
fall, John already has developed better than the coaching staff expected. In 
addition, he’s picked up weight and may give Nugent Sharp a battle for the 
right guard spot. Irvington High graduate. Mechanical Engineering major. 

JOHN SCHRUM, junior. John showed to good advantage upon occasion last fall 
but didn’t perform consistently. A “dark horse” candidate for regular duty, he 
competes in track in addition to football. Graduate of New Brunswick High. 
Industrial Engineering major. 

NUGENT SHARP, senior. Nugent progressed well last fall on his return to football 
after a year’s absence, but must show continued improvement to hold the right 
guard job he inherits from Ron Sabo and Gene Simms. He's a former center 
from Barboursville (W. Va.) High. Industrial Engineering major. 


Centers 

RONALD FLUKE, sophomore. With Les Senft, Ron Fluke held down the center 
job for the freshman team last fall. A “good football player,” Fluke passes 
accurately and rates high on defense. A graduate of Altoona (Pa.) High. Engi- 
neering major. 

ARMAND GLASSMAN, junior. Last year’s reserve experience may insert Glassman 
into the center picture which appears to be one of the squad’s deepest. Better 
offensively than on defense, Armand is a graduate of Paterson Central High. 
Biological Sciences major. 

JOSEPH GRECKY, sophomore. A reserve with the frosh, Joe played at Minersville, 
Pa., High. Also participated in freshman lacrosse. Chemistry major. 

DONALD MOZZOCHI, senior. Smallest of the centers, Don probably will be the 
starting choice on the basis of two years of regular play. His passing improved 
considerably last fall and he progressed well as a line-backer. Graduate of Notre 
Dame High, West Haven, Conn. Biological Sciences major. 

JAMES ROGERS, junior. A fine blocking back as a freshman, Jim was shifted to 
center last year after reporting to camp with a pulled muscle. He played little 
on offense, but~performed creditably as a line backer. He should be ready to 
play both ways this fall. Graduate of Shaw High School in Cleveland. Education 
major. 
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LESTER SENFT, sophomore. The number one frosh pivot man, Les exhibited 
outstanding offensive ability and is labeled “a natural.” Could fit into staff's 
plans early. Bowed No. 6 oar with frosh crew last spring. Biggest of the centers 
at 195, he is Camden High graduate. Business major. 


Quarterbacks 

LARRY BROWN, sophomore. A former high school guard, Larry was shifted to 
blocking back last fall and excelled as a line backer. Rated on par with Frank 
Lugossy, both of them having played in reserve to Larry Makarevich. Graduate 
of North Miami (Fla.) High. Mechanical Engineering major. 

CHARLES “SAM” CROSBY, senior. An excellent line backer throughout his foot- 
ball career, Sam learned single wing play calling last fall and was a starter most 
of the year. A capable passer, he is a vicious tackler despite his 5-7, 175-pound, 
frame. Graduate of Somerville High School. English-Education major. 

FRANK LUGOSSY, sophomore. An all-Delaware Valley choice at Trenton’s Hamil- 
ton High, Frank is a real scrapper, exceptionally aggressive on defense. Filled 
in when Makarevich was sick last fall on frosh eleven. Lugossy, Brown and 
Crosby have almost exact same physical dimensions.

. Harry J. Rockafeller, Director of Athletics 
R EGARDED as one of the best known figures associated with Scarlet athletics, 
“Rocky” reached a high point in his years of service and devotion to Rutgers 
in 1954 when he was appointed Director of Athletics, succeeding the late George E. 
Little, who left the post to give full time to administrative duties as Executive 
Secretary of the National Football Hall of Fame. 

Rockafeller entered Rutgers as an undergraduate in 1912. He starred in football, 
basketball, and track during his four college years. He became associated with the 
College of Agriculture immediately after his graduation but left for service with the 
Army overseas during World War I. After the war, he went into industry for several 
years, then returned to Rutgers in 1924 as graduate manager of athletics. He was 
named head football coach in 1927 and in four years his teams won 19g and lost 16 
games. In 1930, he resigned as coach in favor of administrative duties. 

In 1932, he became head coach of 150-pound football. His lightweight teams 
were undefeated in 18 games and won Eastern Intercollegiate championships in 
1933, 1934, and 1935. He returned again to administration in 1937 but assisted with 
the varsity ends when Harvey Harman came on the scene in 1938. “Rocky” again 
took over the varsity reins during World War II. 


Albert W. Twitchell, Assistant to the Director 

A 1935 graduate of Rutgers, Al Twitchell was an outstanding athlete during 

his undergraduate days, earning All-American honors in both football and 
lacrosse. After coaching at Sewanhaka High School in Long Island and Hofstra 
College, he returned to Rutgers in 1937 as assistant coach in lacrosse and 150-pound 
football. In 1950, he became head lacrosse coach, and served during 1948-51 as varsity 
line coach. In 1952, he relinquished his football chores to become assistant to the 
director of athletics. In the past eight seasons, his lacrosse teams have won 71 while 
losing only 23 and tying one. His 1958 team was rated fourth in the nation.

Columbia will be a much stronger team in 1958 than in 1957. A greater number 
of experienced men, more size and more and better depth are reasons for the greater 
optimism. Columbia won only one of its nine games in 1957, leaving, of course, 
great room for improvement. 

The line, with two forward walls of fairly good size and experience available, 
will be the Lions’ strong point. The backfield will be better than a year ago, but 
still not strong enough in experience and depth. Help is expected from several 
members of last year’s frosh eleven. 


LAST YEAR’S GAME: Columbia 7, Rutgers 28 


For one half last year, Columbia was headed for an upset. It led 7-6 at the 
intermission. But once Billy Austin and the single wing got moving in the second 
half, it was all Rutgers. Austin scored twice and passed for a third touchdown while 
personally accounting for 305 of the 378 yards Rutgers gained during the day. That 
total set a new total offense record for Rutgers. 

Austin scored on the first offensive series of the game, only to have Columbia 
take a 7-6 lead in the second quarter on Dick Donelli’s sneak and Rudy Pegoraro’s 
extra point. Lloyd Seaman capped a long drive in the third quarter by bucking for 
a 13-7 Rutgers lead. Austin made it 19-7 midway in the fourth period, and Garret- 
son caught Austin’s pass just before the final gun for the last tally.
